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GOP pointing fingers after 
losing Alabama Senate seat

BIRMINGHAM, ALA. 
Stunned Republicans began 
casting blame Wednesday over 

their failure to hold a Senate 
seat in the Deep South, where 
Alabama Democrat Doug Jones 
stitched together just enough 
support to win amid backlash to 
accusations of sexual miscon- 


duct against his firebrand GOP 
rival. 

Even as Republican Roy 
Moore — down by more than 
20,000 votes in Tuesday’s spe- 
cial election — refused to con- 
cede the race, members of the 
GOP began pointing fingers at 
one another for his defeat after 
being steamrolled in Virginia’s 
elections last month. 

The recriminations highlight- 
ed the bitter divisions within the 
GOP that appear to be wors- 


ening as the party looks toward 
defending its Senate majority in 
2018, a task made more difficult 
by Moore’s loss and an increas- 
ingly unpopular President Don- 
ald Trump. 

The blow in Tuesday’s elec- 
tion also highlighted voter dis- 
may over allegations that Moore 
pursued romantic relationships 
with teenage girls while in his 
30s, as well as the limits of 
Trump’s political influence. 

Democrats celebrated their 


victory and called for Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch McCon- 
nell, R-Ky., to delay a vote on 
the GOP tax plan until after 
Jones is sworn in. 

“Tt would be wrong for Senate 
Republicans to jam through this 
tax bill without giving the newly 
elected senator from Alabama 
the opportunity to cast his vote,” 
Senate Minority Leader Charles 
Schumer, D-N.Y., said at a news 
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U.S. Senator-elect Doug Jones 
takes the stage Tuesday in 
Birmingham, Ala., after he won 
the special election.

to excavate the stadium site. So 
far, they have excavated 
700,000 cubic yards of dirt, 
enough to fill 48,000 dump 
trucks. 

Most of the dirt that is being 
moved travels north on Collins 
Street to the Arlington landfill, 
across the street from the Viri- 
dian master-planned communi- 
ty. 

“There is an end date for that 
traffic on Collins,” Matwick 
said. “We anticipate that it will 
be complete by the end of Feb- 
ruary — not later than then.” 

The Rangers have already 
ordered steel for the stadium’s 
bowl, with more to come. Mat- 
wick said they also need to 
order steel for the roof, though
